SCILLA  SIBERICA  or  "Siberian  Squill”— The  high 
light  of  the  Spring  Blues,  coming  early,  and 
rivaling  the  blue  birds  wing  in  coloring.  The 
flower  appears  with  the  leaf,  a  bit  of  intense 
blue  peeping  from  a  sheath  of  deepest  green; 
then  grows  out,  a  good  cluster  on  four  to  six- 
inch  stem;  and  at  its  best  above  the  velvety 
brown  of  peat  mulch . 50 

TRITELIA  UNIFLORA— The  Milla  of  English  gar¬ 
dens.  A  star  like  small  flower,  on  six-inch  stem, 
of  soft  blue  or  pearl  white.  Its  dainty  flowers 
come  in  late  Spring  and  appear  in  succession 
for  quite  a  long  time.  6  inches . 50 

WINTER  ACONITE— Eranthis  hyemalis.  These 
come  with  the  snowdrops  and  winter  crocuses — 
deep  gold  buttercups  that  nestle  into  leaf 
ruffles  of  shining  green ;  only  about  three 
inches  high . 50
